No origin can be obtained as 
to the cause of the last 3 cases named. One fatal case of cerebro- 
spinal meningitis has been reported in Philadelphia since January 9, 
date of my last report. The number of cases of diphtheria reported in 
Philadelphia since January 9 has been 471 ; number of deaths, 180.

Epidemic of scarlet fever in Seattle, Wash. 

The following report of scarlet fever in Seattle was received under 
date of February 15, ,1896 : 

Seattle is still troubled with a severe epidemic of scarlet fever. The 
disease is so comparatively mild in this climate that it is not feared, and 
often a physician is not called in to see these cases. Children are 
allowed to go to school and play in the streets while suffering with the 
disease. The health officer has had serious trouble with the disease. 
Several of the public schools were closed and several persons brought 
before the courts for noncompliance with the quarantine laws of the 
city.
